Bucharest Band 
Plays ‘Strangers

BUCHAREST — President 
Nixon scored one of the great¬ 
est triumphs of his career 
Saturday as he began the first 
state visit ever of an Ameri¬ 
can president to a communist 
Country. 

The outpouring of a risky 
Romanian desire to establish 
better relations with the U.S. 
was obvious in the reaction of 
the crowds lining Nixon's tri¬ 
umphal motorcade route. 

Gay, enthusiastic Roman¬ 
ians, estimated at more than 
3.000.000, lined a nine-mile 
route through neat farmlands 
and down city boulevards that

Our differences are matters of 
substance. Indeed, no nation s 
range of interests are identical 
to any other nations. But na¬ 
tions can have widely different 
internal orders and live in 
peace. Nations can have 
widely different economic 
interests and live in peace. 

"The United States believes 
that the rights of all nations 
must be equal but we do not 
believe that the character of 
ali nations must be the same."

Tito Warns Bulgarians: Talk Today Sparks Row 


Leave Macedonia Alone 


BELGRADE (UPI) — Yugo- 
tldV President Tito Satia-day 
warned Bulgaria to leave the 
province at Macedonia alone, 
and urged the Soviet Union to 
restore it* relations with Yugo¬ 
slavia to the level before last 
year's Czechoslovak invasion. 

Tito’s speech to the Mace¬ 
donian national assembly at 
Skopje came only 24 hours after 
the official Belgrade announce¬ 
ment that Soviet foreign minis¬ 
ter Andrei Gromyko will offi¬ 
cially visit Yugoslavia early 
next month. 

Tito in a speech on nation¬ 
wide television declared 

"Any attempt against the 
Macedonian people is an aattack 
against ail Yugoslav peoples 
... an attack on the constituent 
Socialist Republic of Macedonia, 
a direct attack on Socialist Fed¬ 
erated Republic of Yugoslavia.” 

"Macedonia is an integral

part of Yugoslavia . . . and the 
fate of Macedonia is indissolubly 
linked with the fate of Socialist 
Yugoslavia." 

Tito said he was convinced 
that "good Bulgarian-Yugo&lav 
relations are essential for peace 
in the Balkans.'’ 

Turning to Soviet-Yugoslav re¬ 
lations, the 77-year-old head of 
state said they "are good, good 
and co-operation is improving 
in political, economic, cultural 
and other fields." 

“However,” he went on. "we 
wish cooperation would be im¬ 
proved and by joint efforts 
gradually remove the conse¬ 
quences of the events of last 
August — all that which has 
disturbed good relations, and 
all-sided co-operation should be 
gradually restored," Tito said. 

Tito also called for improved 
relations with neighboring Al¬ 
bania.

LONDON (AP) — President 
Nixon will brief Prime Min¬ 
ister Harold Wilson on his 
world tour during a refuelling 
stop in Britain today.

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Europe’s Defence 

TT IS QUITE REASONABLE to suppose that the 
1 United States, in the next decade, will gradually 
withdraw military forces currently deployed with the 
North Atlantic Treaty powers in Europe. 

There are”a number of perfectly valid excuses — 
If any were needed — for such a decision, although it 
is improbable that Washington would make adjust 
ments without the concurrence of its allies and 
suitable arrangements for replacement of the 
departing divisions . by European units. European 
security is still, and will continue to be, important in 
the United States. 

But a realistic look at the NATO defence picture 
will disclose what Americdns are coming to think of as 
the injustice of European powers continuing to lean on 
massive orthodox military support from across the 
Atlantic. 

A commentator in the London Times puts it this 

way: 

“At present the 250 million people of Western 
Europe rely on 200 million Americans to defend them 
from 200 million Russians, although the Russians have 
700 million angry Chinamen on their backs.” 

With immense obligations elsewhere, and the 
probability that for a long time to come the United 
States will be preoccupied with the highly combustible 
Far East, it would not be difficult to justify a 
systematic withdrawal from Europe. 

For one thing. Western Europe is in a position to 
accept a greater responsibility for its own defence 
than it was when the NATO system was first 
organized to discourage further pressures westward 
by Moscow and the Warsaw Pact allies. Germany, for. 
example, not only has recovered from the mauling it 
look in war, but is the richest and most progressive 
nation on the continent. 

If public opinion has played any part in the 
decision, in Washington to gradually reduce combat 
manpower in Vietnam, and that seems very likch 
indeed, there is good reason to suppose it will weigh 
with President Nixon when he has had time to 
examine the European commitment. 

There is another point which should not be 
forgotten. From the sidelines there has been a good 
deal of criticism in Western Europe of the United 
States’ position in Vietnam, the sort of irntating 
moralizing which is not likely be forgotten, and 
which might bring the resentful admonition, "All 
right, Charlie, you’re big enough now to look after 
yourself.” 

Finally, there is considerable hostility to the draft 
In the United States, and, if anything, it is growing. 
The time may come sooner than expected when a 
sensitive administration will decide to place greater 
reliance on the professional volunteer. In that case a 
vast reservoir of manpower would be drastically 
reduced, and it would be necessary to curtail 
commitments accordingly — except, of course, in a 
national emergency. 

When the time comes for the United States to call 
back the legions from abroad, it may shock the 
European capitals into energetic examination of lhat 
tantalizing mirage which represents unity — not only 
economic but political and defensive as well.

The other is that Canadian steel workers have 
Improved their knowledge and skills to the degree lhat | 
they are more productive than steelworkers anywhere | 
else in the world. 

Figures chosen by ihe Canadian division of the 
United Steel Workers of America show that in 1957 a j 
Canadian steelworker took 2' j hours longer than his 
US. counterpart to make a ton of steel. Today the 
Canadian produces his ton of steel one hour quicker 
than does the American. . 

With modernization of the Canadian steel 
Industry and its workers has come a reward in the 
shape of a favorable balance of international trade 
with the United States; higher wages for the workers 
and higher profits for the companies. 

Twelve years ago .Canada imported 12 tons of 
steel from the US. and exported only one ton to that 
country. Now the Canadian-U.S. balance of steel 
trading is in favor of Canada by over 30 per cent. 

Even the imports of Japanese steel- mainly to the 
west coast—have not upset the balance. Canada has a 
$3,000,000 world wide surplus in world wide steed 
dealings. 

Those who believe that Canada has to live off its 
exports of raw materials — such as iron ore — should 
study carefully the success of the Canadian stool 
industry. 

Here is a lesson to prove that with co-operation of 
management and labor and with far sighted leader¬ 
ship. a Canadian manufacturing industry can 
overcome the difficulties of a thin market, a huge 
freight-mile problem, and even partly subsidized 
imports from low wage countries, and at the same 
time make profits and pay workers in accord with the 
existing standards in this country. 

Taxation Truths 

A N election plank for the opposition parties is that 
British Columbians are too heavily taxed 
The criticism stems largely from the custom of 
the finance minister to produce an annual surplus. 
Ergo, says the opposition, we are being over taxed 
An examination nf the tax structure of the ten 
Canadian provinces dot’s not bear out this assumption. 

In practically ever\ form of taxation paid to the 
provincial government by the public at large tnot 
counting revalues, etc., on natural resources) British 
Columbia is the lowest or nearly the lowest in Canada. 

Three provinces share with British Columbia the 
28 per cent charge on the federal income tax while the 
remaining seven receive 33 per cent or more. The B.C. 
share of federal corporation tax is 10 per cent and is 
shared with three otheis while the rest pay 11 per 
cent or more. 

It i<= true that Alberta stands alone in not having a 
provincial sales tax. but British Columbia s 5 per cent 
is the same as that charged from Ontario west and is 2 
and 3 per cent lower than those charged in Quebec 
and the Maritime*.

“It is a privilege granted to 
school boards by the pro¬ 
vincial government, which, 
under the terms of the British 
North America Act, has edu¬ 
cation as one of its responsi¬ 
bilities. 

“School boards do not exer¬ 
cise self-givemment over 
school matter* as a right, but 
as a privilege." 

This is the background to an 
interesting decision which 
came from the B.C. Supreme 
Court in mid-July. 

AAA 

Tbe BCSTA termed the 
decision “one of the most 
Important interpretations of 
the Public Schools Act . . 

A West Vancouver resident 
by the name of Clancy had 
sought to invalidate a school 
board referendum approved 
by the ratepayers last May. 
The board had published 
advertisements urging citizens 
to vote yes, and Mr. Clancy 
argued that the board had 
overstepped ite powers. 

AAA 

In his reasons for judgment, 
Mr. Justice Munroe found that 
the board did indeed have the 
power to spend public funds 
“for such advertising as in it* 
opinion is necessary or desir¬ 
able. 

“Being an elected body, the 


members of the board are 
accountable to taxpayers for 
their policies and manage¬ 
ment of public funds when the 
next election occurs," said the 
justice. 

AAA 

He said that if he were to 
agree with Mr. Clancy’s 
argument, a school board 
could not spend money to 
attract new teachers or even 
rent a hall to call a public 
meeting. 

BCSTA president James 
Campbell commented later: 

“The more significant as¬ 
pects of this ruling may not 
be immediately apparent, but 
this is the first clear court 
ruling which can form the 
basis for interpreting the Act. 

AAA 

“In the past, many people 
have viewed the Public 
Schools Act as a wxie setting 
out all the things that a school 
board can do. 

“Mr. Justice Munroe, how¬ 
ever. has takep a completely 
different approach, placing 
emphasis on the responsibility 
of the »choo! board to effec¬ 
tively and efficiently operate 
the schools in the district." * 

It may be only coincidence, 
hut the BCSTA is planning to 
scrap its old manual for 
freshman trustees.

of the country." 

In repl}-, Vorster criticized 
"pulpit politicians who 
cowered behind the mantle of 
religion ” He warned the 
clergymen: 


“Cut It out. Cut it out 
Immfdi afely. The ctoth 
you carry will not protect 
you.” 

But In a press statement. 
Peter Randall, director ol the 
institute of race relations, said 
the project would go ahead 
with its work. 

Randall said the experts, 
including some of South 
Africa's best known names, 
would examtoe the apartheid 
society from “an ethical 
viewpoint and suggest morally 
a c ceptable alternative* to 
present policies." 


This opposition to apartheid- 
Is considered the strongest 
encountered by a South 
African government since a 
h ■« of pressure group* were 
outlawed nearly ID years ago.

You don't have to be a 
camper at Goldnream Park 
to get tn an die outdoor fun 
that ia available there. 

Every moral nr, except 
Mondays and Tuesday*, 
around 10. park naturalist 
Freeman King takes visitors 
on conducted tours of the park 
trails and in the evenings, 
starting at 7:30, again except 
Mondays and Tuesdays, he 
stages a campfire meeting, 
which feature nature talks, 
singsongs and >»t about 
anything that people enjoy 
around campfires 

★ * * 

Everyow is Invited to these 
events, so why not take a 
drive out to Goldstream Park 
some morning or some even- | 
ing and enjoy the outdoor life , 
without having to rough it. 

As a matter of fact you 
have to be lucky to find a 
campsite in the park these 
days, for it is running full 
every night. If you haven't got | 
a camping spot by 2 p.m.. | 
chances are you will have to 
look elsewhere. 

We have hiked the park 
trails with Skipper King at 
various times and last week¬ 
end we took in his campfire 
program a t the Meeting 
Place, which is below the 
camping area, just about the 
CampsKe 87 point, and just 
above Goldstream River.

It Is a lovely cleared spot 
amid the tall mature firs and 
cedars, with a campfire in the 
centre, surrounded by a circle 
of log seats.

TEL AVIV — The imminent danger of Egyptian cross¬ 
ings of the Suez Canal has been averted by Israeli counter¬ 
action, it is claimed here. This follows the wrecking of a 
“Suez scenario" which, according to unimpeachable sources 
here, had been drawn up by Cairo on these lines: 

• First, Egyptian artillery along the western bank of 
the canal, with Soviet advisers at hand, would destroy the 
Israeli Barley Line (named after Israel’s chief of general 
staff). 

• Next, Egyptian naval commandoes would cross- the 
waterway and feel out the Israeli resistance. 

• Then a series of “show crossings" would be made 
to establish sizeable bridgeheads on the eastern bank. 


Others, however, are taking 
military training, according to 
informed political and “com¬ 
mando" sources, with a view 
to "direct action’' against Is¬ 
rael. 

Fatah has formally denied it

Haiti Sanctioning 
Policy of Terror 


WASHINGON (Reuters) — 
The Haitian government has al- 
iedgediy sanctioned a reign of 
terror and assassination, includ¬ 
ing the elimination of whole 
families, according to charges 
in a secret diplomatic report 
from the Organization of Ameri¬ 
can States. Reuters news 
agency learned Saturday. 

The report by the Inter-Amer¬ 
ican Commission of Human 
Rights is believed to be the 
most extensive official compila 
bon of alleged violations of 
human rights in Haiti. 

HAITI SUCCESS 

The commission has been de¬ 
nied access to Haiti to verify 
the charges of assassinations, 
arbitrary arrests and disappear¬ 
ances of Haitian citizens. Com¬ 
plaints about these activities 
were sent to the commission by 
individual Haitians and associa- 1 
tions. 

A copy of the report, sent to 
the United States and Latin 
American governments last 
month, was obtained by Reu¬ 
ters. 


The commission's report 
came to light at a time when 
Haiti's lifetime president, Fran¬ 
cois (Papa Doc) Duvalier, is 
pushing the Nixon administra¬ 
tion to resume economic aid to 
his poverty-stricken country. 

NO UA AID 

Haiti has received virtually no 
American aid since the late 
President Kennedy cut it off be¬ 
cause of charges that Duvalier 
had set up a terrorist authori¬ 
tarian government. 

In some cases, the complaints 
to the commission specify that 
assassinations were carried out 
by the Ton Ton Macoute, the 
private 'militia of Duvalier 

The Haitian government s re¬ 
sponse to commission inquiries, 
the report said, varied from 
simply not answering to re¬ 
plying at length- but rarely 
mentioning names of specific 
victims. 

In one reply to inquiries about 
arbitrary jallings of women and 
children along with other sus¬ 
pects following bombings and 
an invasion attempt by Haitian 


exiles May 20, 1968, Foreign 
Minister Rene Chalmers replied 
that such events "infallibly 
bring their sequel of complicity, 
collaboration and secrecy." 

The Haitian government 
"would not comply with its civi 
lized role ... if it did not resort 
to exceptional measures which 
the law prescribes and circum¬ 
stances require," he said. He 
claimed that although "provi¬ 
sional detention" could have 
been prolonged, all innocent 
suspects were freed. 

CURRENT RI LES 

U’ndar present OAS regula¬ 
tions, the commission has pow -' 
ers only to receive complaints, 
investigate them and request 
the government concerned for 
information or authority to in¬ 
vestigate the charges on the 
spot. 

The commission was author¬ 
ized for the first time In 1965 to 
report to the Hemisphere for¬ 
eign ministers its observations 
'on complaints but has not done 
so.

It was Italian night at the Children’s Interna¬ 
tional Summer Village, one of 10 national nights 
in the month-long experiment in world understand¬ 
ing which runs till Aug. 12.

The Germans did a fiddler’s dance from the 
Black Forest The Filipinos did the Maglalatik, 
the finikling, the itik-itik and other national dances, 
and had the audience sing a song called Planting 
Rice. 

The Mexicans did the deer dance. In which a 
huntsman kills a deer, and ended their entertain¬ 
ment by breaking La Pinata, a papier mache con¬ 
tainer full of little gifts. 

The Swedes did the Ox Dance and ended their 
night with a potato sack race. 

Still to come are the Japanese national night, 
and the Norwegian, American and Canadian. 

And still to come is a public appearance in Cen¬ 
tennial Square at 4 p.m. Saturday, when the chil¬ 
dren will put on an hour-long program of the cos¬ 
tumed numbers they have performed on their na¬ 
tional nights. 

The daily schedule for the 11-year-olds is fairly 
free and easy. There are organized games and pro¬ 
jects like mock parliament and producing a news¬ 
paper. There are pantomines in which all take part, 
regardless of language. But there are free times 
when the children can just do as they please.

While the Soviet embassy in 
London remained silent Satur¬ 
day about the British offer to 
let them speak by telephone to 
their runaway author, Anatoli 
Kuznetsov, a mystery develop¬ 
ed over the whereabouts of 
George Andjaparidze, who 
was acting as the Russian 
writer's interpreter. 

Andjaparidze, a 26-year-old 
Moscow University lecturer, 
was booked to fly home on an 
Aeroflot flight from Loodon's 


Heathrow Airport. But he was 
not among the 80 passengers 
who boarded the Illyushin-62 
jet. The Russian pilot said he 
was "positive" the interpreter 
flew back to Moscow on 
Thursday via Paris He jok¬ 
ingly offered bets that And¬ 
japaridze would not be on the 
Iliyushin.

Aproflot officials simply 
said that the interpreter, who 
flew to London nine days ago 
with Kuznetsov on the same 
plane as freed British lecturer 
Gerald Brooke, "would not be 


coming" for the flight. It was 
thought that this might mean 
Andjaparidze could still be in 
London.

For the Romanians of 
course, are dissident Com¬ 
munists, at odds with Moscow- 
on many things including 
Czechoslovakia and the rule 
of China By receiving Nixon, 
they risk new disfavor in 
Moscow Indeed, the Russians 
have already postjioned indefi¬ 
nitely a major state visit and 
dropped hints of possible 
economic sanctions. 

The Romanians, the more so 
as they are Romanians with a 
not unfounded reputation for 
opportunism, are not running 
I such risks for nothing. They 
expect that the Nixon visit will 
have a follow-up, a tomorrow.

If the president turns the 
Romanians away empty- 
handed. China and the East 
European Communist coun¬ 
tries will draw the conclusion 
that ihpre is nothing doing 
with the United States. Nixon 
will have Moscow as his only 
interlocutor in the Communist 
world. 

The right balance to strike 
between these two extremes 
seems lo me not in doubt The 
most important thing now 
going in the Communist 
world is the withering away 
of Soviet ascendancy. For 
[Hire reasons of power polities, 
the United States needs to be 
in touch with the Communist 
regimes of Eastern Europe 
and Asia In that context, it 
makes good sense to give the 
present visit a follow-up in 
increasingly close relations 
between Washington and 
Bucharest 

As to ihe Russians, they 
have recently given no reason 
for special consideration in 
Washington They have failed 
to calm their Arab proteges in 
the Near East They have not 
delivered on Vietnam. 

* * * 

And in case after case, most 
notably the late, lamentable 
Soviet moon shot, the regime 
of Messrs Brezhnev and Kosy¬ 
gin has shown that it lacks 
the competence and decisive¬ 
ness to be a Fit partner for the 
United States 

To be sure. Russia has nu¬ 
clear weajxms and delivery 
systems in abundance. It is 
tlie one country with which 
the United States can do a 
meaningful deal to limit stra¬ 
tegic arms. But that only

Carter, a member of a prominent Virginia family, was 
assigned to St. Thomas Episcopal Church in Washington in 
1937, when President Roosevelt was a member o t the con¬ 
gregation. He married in 1944. 

Nine years later, his wife died giving birth to a stillborn 
child and Carter started drinking. He quit the church the next 
year and went through years of drifting drunkenness that aaw 
him arrested "at least 50 times.” 


Then he found Jesus, says Carter: "I can’t tell you how 
or when but I realized I was completely hopeless. I asked 
God to Help, and He did. 

"I don’t believe any rehabilitation program is of any 
value unless a man makes a commitment to Christ," he said.

Germ-Free Moon Crew Awaiting Release 


HOUSTON (UPI) — Scientists reported Saturday that 
initial biological tests of the first pieces of the moon indicated 
they were free of lunar germs that would lengthen the quaran¬ 
tine of Apollo 11s astronauts. 

Neil Armstrong, Michael Collins and Edwin Aldrin are 
scheduled to be released from 21 days of quarantine Aug 11 
and begin a whirlwind series of public apearances the next 
day. 

■'They look forward to when they can get out," said 
John McLeaish, U S. Space Agency spokesman living with 
the pilots and 15 other personnel in the moon laboratory a 
31-room isolation suite 

Two more photographs taken by the astronauts during 
the epic moon flight were released Saturday. One showed the 
landing draft Eagle rendezvousing with its mother ship with 


the blue and white globe of Earth a quarter million miles 
away, and the other shot displayed a rugged, dark brown 
stretch of the moan's far side. 

Dr. W. W. Kemmerer, chief of quarantine at the 511,500,- 
000 lunar receiving laboratory, issued the initial biological 
report and said there was no evidence of bacteria gruwth in 
tissue specimens, blood or other substances that support 
bacteria. 

* * * 

Tissues from a human lung and kidney and a monkey 
kidney were used to tpst for human disease germs and cow, 
pig and duck tissues checked for organisms that might at¬ 
tack animals. 

"The preliminary work indicates no growth of any kind," 
Kemmerer said. 


In addition, 24 mice were injected with lunar dust Thurs¬ 
day to detect severely infectious diseases or dangerous chemi¬ 
cals that would endanger hie on Earth. Those mice were re¬ 
ported healthy Saturday. 

If dangerous germs were found, the quarantine would be 
extended until an effective way were found to combat them. 
Doctors have said all along that the chances of any organisms 
existing in moon material were extremely slim. 

The search for any traces of extraterrestrial life was 
stepped up Saturday when a team led by Dr. Norman Jones 
injected ground moon rock mixed with water into the abdomens 
of 240 more mice. 

Biological testing also was continuing wiith tissue cul¬ 
tures and other laboratory specimens. Another report will be 
issued next weekend, before the release of the astronauts. 


"Every indication I have teen is that they're In very good 
health and in good spirits." McLeaish said. "They have no* 
been effervescent or overflowing, but I don't think this kl 
particular typical of a flight crew, or this flight crew."

He said the astronauts had shown considerable Interest i* 
plans to honor them across the country when they are released 
from quarantine. Time Agency said the only definite plana 
so far were for ■ news conference Aug. 12. and parade* in 
New York and Chicago the next day with a state dinner with 
President Nixon that night in Los Angeles. 

The astronauts spent much of Saturday preparing their 
personal "pilot's reports" on the mission that started July 
16 and ended with a July 24 splashdown. They planned t» 
work on the reports again today.

Mars Journey Timetable 
Sees Landing by 1982* 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
America's top space official out¬ 
lined Friday a possible timetable 
for a flight to Mars launched 
Nov. 12, 1981, to land astronauts 
on the red planet in the late 
summer of 1982 and bring them 
home in 1983 after a sightsee¬ 
ing swing by Vem^s. 

Dr. Thomas Paine, adminis¬ 
trator of the National Aeronau¬ 
tics and Space Administration, 
said America — and the Soviet 
Union - would be technologic¬ 
ally able to carry out such a 
feat in 1981 and it was a matter 
of "the will” of the American 
people. 

VIVID ACCOUNT 

In a talk before the com¬ 
monwealth Club of California, 
Paine gave a vivid account of 
the mission, which be said be 
has "bandied about” with 
Werner von Braun, director of 
the Marshall Space Flight 
Centre in Huntsville. Ala. 

Nov. 12. 1981 would be "a 
particularly good date” for 
such a flight because of the 
position of the planets, he said.

TRIM, Ireland (UPI>-Mem- 
bers of the Irish Republican 
Army Saturday blew up two 
milking bams on a dairy farm 
they said was owned by Eng¬ 
lishmen, police reported. 

An IRA statement after the 4 
e m. blast said, "The owner of 
the estate is one of the largest 
milk producers in County Meath 
supplying 700 to 1.000 gallons 
per day and receiving seven 
cents per gallon subsidy, taking 
5360 to 5480 per week in milk 
subsidies alone. 

"Whither now the principles 
of equal rights and fair distribu¬ 
tion of the wealth of this 
country, and. of course, the old 
principles that the land of 
Ireland belongs to the people of 
Ireland?" asked the statement 
from the outlawed organization.

The nuclear engines, he said,

A STRANGE ATTITUDE Letters from the disgruntled are 
an occupational hazard in this line of work, hut seldom has 
there been a more petty epistle than the one written recently 
by Art Burgess, physical education director of the Victoria 
"Y". 

Burgess has taken exception to a story about Taras Hyrb, 
who last month won a bronze medal in the world junior 
freestyle wrestling championships, because “it tends to 
unionize the imimrtance of his coach Eld Ashmore in favor of 
Ibe national coach and ignores entirely the role of the Victoria 
".Y" in their emergence as a national calibre coach-wrestler 
team." 

That Burgess Is considerably more worried about other 
things than Ashmore is abundantly evident in the later 
statement that "Ashmore had only a passing knowledge of 
wrestling prior to the commencement" of the “Y" wrestling 
program started in 1965. 

The statement that Ashmore's Importance has h p p n 
minimized is a distortion far worse than any of those Burgess 
says he is "as a rule inclined to overlook in news stories." 

But that is not the real point In writing about Hyrb. and 
his coach, the idea was only to recognize an outstanding 
accomplishmenl by a dedicated young athlete and the help 
given by a dedicated and sincere coach. 

It may seem unforturvite to Burgess that Hvrb's connection 
with the "Y" was not mentioned but the credit for 
accomplishment must first go to Hyrb and secondly to the man 
who has given so much of his time to Hyrb's development. It ill 
behooves anyone to try and minimize what Hyrb has done by 
claiming the credit should go elsewhere. It’s a strange attitude 
hv a person who should have been extremely happy that 
someone took the time and effort to see to It that the success of 
a young athlete shouldn't go unnoticed.

Goes Fact Finding 


Former Colonist staffer Robin Jeffrey la in India with the 
Canadian University Service Overseas. In these articles he 
gives his Impressions of India and tells about his work in 
that developing country. 


On the assumption that a little knowledge is a 
dangerous thing , / am an extremely dangerous cus¬ 
tomer when it comes to Pakistan. I may explode at any 
moment. 

As my two years in India came to an end, I began 
to think about the route I would take back to Cancula. 
A basic cat-killing curiosity said Pakistan had to be on it. 


. in PAKISTAN 


At first I ptarwmd Id spend two 
weeks there, but the rioting earlier 
this year frightened me cdt. and I 
finnlly settled on a one-day atop In 
Karachi. That one-day stop probably 
places me in the same dangrr-claao 
us John Dillinfsr and Jack the 
Ripper. 

The reason Bor tny I n t e re s t in 
Pakistan sterna, I support, from 
running feud that exists between it 
and India. India without Pakistan is 
like the Hatfields without the 
McCoys, Pearson without Diefen- 
buker. 

In two years In India I bad beard 
the Indian Venice at the Kashmir 
dispute and the IMS war. People 
were not bitter, but ev er yon e knew 
the Puks were file baddies; if a war 
movie were made. John Wayne would 
be in an Indian usdfcrm. 

Of course I wasn't so presump¬ 
tuous as to think I’d be able to 
straighten out sfi these conflicts in a 
one-day stop. Given a week, I might 
have been able to set tttincs right, 
but one day reofiy only allowed a 
little fact-find tag. 

To appreciate the complexity of 
Indo-Pak relations requ i re s ahnort a 
course in Iadlaa history. The 
fundamental r easo n lor fist ani¬ 
mosity is reUgtods: Pakistan is 
Muslim; India, though H k a ■ a 
secular const itttfan. Is mar* than 80 
per cent Hindu. 

Many Indians claim that when 
(he British conquered and united 
India they maintained their pow er by 
playing off the Ifusksns against the 
Hindus. Personally, I think Hindu- 
Muslim discoid pre-da tod the Brit¬ 
ish, who did, however, take advan¬ 
tage of it. 

Whatever the origins, the Mus¬ 
lims of British India began suggest¬ 
ing a separate nation tor themselves 
around 1930. 

The decision to divide India an a 
religious basis was made to June 
3947, and India and Pakistan became 
indei>endcnt oouotries twn hectic 
month* later. The resulting killings 
and shifts in population took the 
lives of an estimated 000,080 people 
and created 10 mDllan ref u ge es . The 
dispute over file bo r der state of 
Kashmir still disrupts Indo-Pak 
relations. 

I relate all Ida backgroiaid 
Information not so much lor your 
benefit as to show that I was taking 
my fact-finding mission seriously. I 
had the gen, as Ivy say; I fairly 
orweri background. I nearly went out 
and IxxigtX a briefcase and a pair of 
bom- rimmed glasses. 

So I arrived at Karachi airport 
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one cloudy hot Sunday to June. I 
was s little disappointed to find It 
very like an Indian airport. The 
Pakistani stewardesses, who, I had 
rather hoped, would wear veils in 
real Arabian Nights fashion, w e r e ax 
alluringly dressed and ax approach¬ 
able as heir Indian counterparts. 

I was even more disappointed 
when I discovered the Pakistani 
rupee is valued at 4.70 to the dollar; 
its Indian counterpart exchanges at 
7.50. 

The hotel I checked into was posh 
haloed. It was not the sort of place I 
am accustomed to, but the airline— 
blew its corporate heart—was 
paying. 

There was a pretty gtri at the 
desk: the first Muslim woman I had 
ever spoken to. She seemed per¬ 
fectly normal, which was probably 
more than she would have been 
sailing so say about me. 

Then, with only about 22 hours

•mt afternoon and spent four days 
exploring and charting the area 
before proceeding up Juan de Fuca 
Strait to inside waters. 


left to me in Pakistan, it was 
obviously time to get cut and find 
some facts. Unlike higher level 
missions, mane did not require a 
police escort. 

I identified with Karachi tn only 
one way, arid that through an 
incident involving a friend of my 
father. He had disembarked at 
Karachi docks as a member of the 
Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry 
during the emergency in Punjab in 
1919. 

A few days later the troops, war- 
weary and wanting to get back to 

England, compounded the emer¬ 
gency by mass desertions, “the 
King s Own Scottish Borderers," as 
my tether’s friers! later wrote, 
"making a promising start by 
breaking open the wet canteen." 

With these associations to mind, I 
began my fact-finding with a 
pflgrrmmage to the Karachi docks. 

Although it was Sunday, I had 
hoped the stores would be open, 
because Friday is the traditional 
Muslim religious day. However, like 
cricket news to Indian newspapers, 
the habit of Sunday closing re¬ 
mained; the rtnps were shut and the 
streets were quiet. 

Other than a few kaltered car 
windows, there seemed to be no 
signs of the disturbances of this 
spring. The Karachi traffic police, a 
smartly dressed lot compared to their 
Indian oounterparts, were waging a 
pedestrian education campaign. 

Over tbe next 22 hours I waited 


A few weeks later, between June 
21 and July 5. Narvaez made a 
short voyage from Nootfca to the 
Strait but no detailed account of thus 
voyage has ever been found, but it 
has been referred to by others. 

In 1791 Don Francisco de Eliza, 
commandant of the Spanish garrison 
at Nootka, led an expedition con¬ 
sisting of two vessels, the San 
Carlos, described as s' pocket boat 
and commanded by EHza, and the 
schooner Santa Satuma, commanded 
by Don Jose Maria Narvaez. 

The expedition departed from 
Nootka May 4, 1791, and proceeded 
sooth to Clayoquot Sound, which was 
explored and examined, and then 
continued southward to Barkley 


about 10 miles through Karachi 
streets. I was looking for facts, but 
those I turned up were unimprew 
save. The Frere Hall, built to ths 
1870 b and named after a governor of 
Bombay, is as hideous in reality as 
in photographs. Victoria Road is still 
called Victoria Road, and the 
George V Clock Tower to the 
municipal office is still the George V 
Clock Tower. 

Comparisons with major Indian 
cities were inevitable. Karachi was 
cleaner; It had more imported 
goods; it had motorized traffic cops 
(India doesn’t) and a four-lano 
freeway from the airi»rt; and, in afl 
my walking, I was never apinoached 
by a block-market money-changer. 

The final stage of my fact-finding 
Involved a long wo Ik out four-lana, 
fast-traffic Jinnah Road to ths 
mausoleum of Mohammed All 
Jinnah, the Karachi lawyer whose 
ooolnesa, poker face and ability tti 
say nothing in an omin >us manner 
made him the almost single-handed 
creator at Pakistan. 

Although Jinnah has been dead 20 
years, the interior of the mausoleum 
is not finished. From the outside ft is 
a white, dignified, impressive build¬ 
ing, styled, I think, to remind one of 
the Taj Mahal and the great Moghul 
tombs in India. 

I went downstairs to the room 
where the body is buried. A greup at 
boys were shouting and playing kl 
the chamber. In my beat school¬ 
master, learned-in-India Hindustani, 
I bawled them out, and muttered 
sanctimoniously about showing 
respect to the father of one’* 
country. I was sur]»rised at the 
effectiveness of my Hindustani and 
the ”9orry, sir,” reaction it pro¬ 
duced. 

Later, at the hotel, a waiter 
asked; ’Where are you coming 
from 7” 

•’India," I replied hesitantly, 
wondering whether it wouldn’t be 
smarter to He. "I worked there fat 
two years.*’ 

Instead of the anti-Indian tirade X 
had half-expected. the waiter 
beamed. "I was there many years. 
Before the partition. Bombay Is s 
good place but too many people." 

He had been in the British Indian 
army and had visited most of the 
military stations of old British India. 
He seemed pleased to talk about htof 
experiences to pre-partition India. 

The conversation was similar to 
many I’d had with middle-aged 
Indians. "Ah yes,” they would say, 
"Lahore (now in Pakistan) was 4 
good place. I went to college there.’* 

But although Indians and Pakis¬ 
tanis share the same history, wear 
tbe same clothes. s;>eak the same 
language, eat the same food and 
have tbe same apjx'arance. their 
countries are not only divided bui 
bitterly antagonistic. 

And these similarities and th8 
awareness of the political antagonism 
were, I suppose, the two most 
impressive facts my ono-day stop 
Wt me with. They were the sort at 
facts anytiody could have arrived at 
by reading Time magazine «* 
looking at a map.

Spaniards

from Nootka on May 31,1790, did not enter the Sound 
but anchored somewhere in its vicinity, possibly Pa-

The Strawberry Vale hall was 
built on land donated by bho late 
Fercival Ridout Brown in 1895, 
founder of the well known real 
estate firm of P. R. Brown and Son* 
of Victoria. The land, originally 
belonging to Cuyler Holland, Mr. 
Brown and others, was purchased in 
conjunction with an English syndi¬ 
cate for iRirposcs of subdivision. 
While the documents wore in transit 
to London -the smallpox epidemic 
broke out In Victoria and tliis 
prevented tiie sale from being 
consummated. 

In 1893 the residents of the 
district commenced the building of 
their hall on this land which had 
been part of Strawberry Vale farm, 
owned by Mr. Russell. The hall was 
completed in 1895 at which tunc Mr. 
Brown deeded the land to the 
community. It was held in trust for 
the people of the district by trustees 
Thomas Porter, a relation to the 
then mayor of Victoria, James 
Daley anti John McNeil. Mr. Daley 
donated materials. John McNeil 
gave of his time and labor as did 
Samuel Huston, father of Percy 
Huston of the Vale. Water boy was 
James Henry Barber, son of James 
Barber of Holly Hedge Farm. 

In 1895 the ojwning ceremony 
took place. The grand march was 
led by the late Mrs. M. A, Miller, 
grandmother of Ed Inngtand, the 
present president of the club. 
Seventy years later Mrs. MSller's 
gown was worn by Miss Juanita 
Warren at a pioneer dinner held in 
the ball. 

The building of the community 
hall brought tt*e people of the 
district into closer touch with one 
another. Everyone worked for the 
common good ns they do today, a 
most unusual community effort to 
have survived to the present time. 

Dances wore held when dozens of 
buggies arrived from aa far afteld 
as Metchosin, quite a drive In those 
days. Music was supplied by Sam 
Scale's orchestra and orthers, com¬ 
posed for the moat part, of stringed 
Instruments only. During the war 
years, 1914 to 19L8, the had was used 
for political gatherings, meetings for 
fund raisings for j«a trio tic purposes 
and by the Beaver Club. From 1914 
to 1924 the trustees were William 
Lovell Sea, Tom Raper and Thomas 
Robinson. From 1924 to 1928 the 
Strawberry Vale Women's Institute 
held the trusteeship. 

In 1947 a meeting was held, at 
the request of Mrs Doreen Jones a 
long-time active resident representing 
the Strawi>crry Va4e playground 
group, for the purpose of forming a 
community club. The first president 
was Albert J. Hesghes and 38 
attended. 

In 1948 the club was incorporated 
with the following officers; A- J.

At this time 58.25 was reported In 
the general fund. 

During this year much wns done 
In the way of improvements. The old 
horse stables at the back of the 
building wore removed ami the hall 
was braced, gravel spread outside 
the entrance and a drum heater 
added. Next year plumbing facilities 
were Installed, kitchen and cloak¬ 
rooms built and 50 children regis¬ 
tered for playground. There were 
10S i«id-up members. The people of 
the community Iwd worked like 
beavers and were justly proud of 
theix labors. 

Dances and meetings were not by 
any means the only activities to be 
held in the hall. Badminton was 
going full swing and a Christmas 
tree party was held for 90 young¬ 
sters, a function which still takes 
place every year. In 1950 a club 
newspaper was published with Mrs. 
A. J. Heighes as secretary. That 
year, also, the first fall fair was 
Inaugurated and List year the 18th 
such fair was held. The bank 
balance grew, also. 

Indian Friendship Feasts are 
always held at the hell, a very 
special feature, si tonsured by Dave 
McMillan, who feels that the ball is, 
indeed, the Indians' Friendship 
House. 

It is Impossible to mention all 
those who, over the years, have 
worked so faithfully for their 
community but Mr. and Mrs. Dave 
McMillan deserve special mention. 
They have worked since the begin¬ 
ning, catering, free of charge, for 
dances and clam chowder parties 
end they have organized benefit 


dances to assist needy families in 
the district. 

Herbie Huntington, a familiar and 
beloved figure in die community, 
over 80 years of age, acts as 
d<x>rman for the dances us he ha* 
done for the past 40 years. Mrs. 
Lille Ogden, spirts director fur 
many years', has sjtent countless 
hours with (he children’s playground 
group. Incidentally, all Wk* original 
playgnaind equipment was hand¬ 
made by the late Ed William*. 
Ills wife Isabelle is still an active 
member. Jack Hoidruige, sootal 
director of the club, has done an 
outstanding job for tin* iwat eight 
years, and Mrs. Ul llayton. treas¬ 
urer for the last three years has 
worked hard and has, on two 
occasions, been convener for the fall 
fair. 

In 1964 a pioneer dinner was held, 
at 1 outstanding event, convened by 
Mollie and Dick Moyer. They "tit 
out 231 invitations and received 179 
acceptances. Among the many pirn- 
eers present wore Mrs. Mary Raper, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. S. Humphries, 
Percy Dumbleton, Mr and Mrs A.

For it was this year that a huge , 
tnulti-year coal contract signed with 
Japan began having its effects, 
cnaurinf a steady flow of coal to 
coastal ports and a steady flow of 
paycheques into hot miners' hands. 

Undoubtedly, all of B.C, will benefit by the 
coal puct, but those rejoicing the most will be the 
Ftarrrte district reiwdents. And not a few of thorn 
wiU say : I told you so." * 

Louis RoOiel of Ladysmith, for example, was 
•nly eight when the great fire broke out on Aug. 
I, 1908. But even though he lived in nearby 
lifohei. he remembers the lire as praotloutty the 
■nly topic at the time. 

"Bure, us kkfc didn't know much at the 
Brae,” he admits. "But I know one thing—that 
Mr* was the hottest U>pic ever, because everjrtxdy 
mm bUkSng about it. And later on, whist I grew 
Bp we stiM talked about it once in a while." 

Thera was plenty to itak aoout, all rsgW. Hie 
blase was of such magnitude the Seattle Daily 
Times in its Aug. 12. 1906, sm ran thr Mkswg 
wtto a Femie dateline: 

“Artec having been stems! oceropMdy wiped 
wit the map by fire 10 daja ago. the mining town 
at Femie is beginning to take on fac Mmhianoe at 
an inha luted community once more. 

“Temporary buildings are going up to) every 
direction, and before another month, almost- 
■cnnnl oo n d ukai s are expected again to prevail. 
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“The big job of cleaning away die debris is 
already well in hand. Almost without exception 
the former inhabitants of Femie have returned 
and taken a hold of the work with a wiX. 

’The spirit to build a better and more 
permanent town is In evidence everywhere. As 
soon as insurance money becomes avadabie, 
plans wiM be prepared for fireproof structures. 

“Word was received that the Canadian Fire 
Underwriters' Association in Toronto considered 
aeriousSy the situation arising out of $3,000,000 
low sustained at the Femie lire and increased 
rates were decided upon. 

“Partly for tfrts reason and partly because 
She aaanouttton regarded extorting rates on grain in 
elevator* in the western provinces too low, It was 
decided to increase the rates 33 per cent on that 
□las insurance, to become effective Immediately 
m all policies written," the Seattle newspaper 
article concludes. 

The implication* of this story are obvious 
when one considers that $3,000,000 in 1908 would 
have the buying power at more than $10,000,000 
today. And even nowadays, with toe population of 
Canada many tew* its 1908 level, $ 10 , 000 , 000 -plus 
Urea are as rare as 100-pound salmon. 

And some estimates placed the damage of the 
Are in the $10,000. OOOpluB bracket, though 
historians tend to be more conservative. 

Even so, had it not beeet for toe hick at foreat- 
bnr content in those days, the whole giant 
conflagration may have been avoided. After afl, 
what was a little brush fire? 

However, #iat particular Saturday, when a 
spark from a lumber mill ignited this particular 
little blaap a f r es h ening wind just happened to By 
by, lashing toe wrnparativtay-tanooent Are Into a 
beast of hot fury. 


The great destroyer surged for miles up Sm 
valley, resembling a seething wail of flame. First 
to go were the braiding* near the brewery, (ben 
tie brewery itself. 

With the roar like a thousand wild horses, DM 
mad beast jumped right across Elk River to do 
away with the building* and the millions of feet of 
lumber stored in Elk Lumber Co. yard*. 

Directly in the path of toe fire was the dlstrWI 
knowoi as The Old Town. There, panic quickly 
specs, i am-mg restdarrt* who fled to the downtown 
area, toe coke ovens and toe river. 

Hie CPR coal tipple, the machine shop* and 
ofl bouse were next on the list. From their 
flasrsnaWe materials, aocst there were great 
volumes cf black make forming, rising to ebar 
the already-blackened sky. The frame structure 
c< the railway station burned like a tarpaper 
shack and there was no chance saving any ul tot 
catele in the yard. 

Here* how eyewitnes* Sidney Hutcheson 
deaertord some of the holocaust which followed: 

“Shower* of embers and cinders were burled 
talo toe butanes* and re ssdenttal section, to* 
Pretajjrterian church being the firat building to go 
on the town side at the tracks. 

"Withering tel Us beta, toe fire swept through 
the bUBiness centre and down Victoria Avenue, 
sparing nothing. A sheet of flame covered th# 
whole city. 

“H*e fire department had made stand after 
stand, tart the beat the firemen near could do mm 
asstart fa getting toe fahaMmfe to place* of 
tateg, 

**n»e terrible heat twi s t ed and mangled 

maM *# °f steel nnd iron, and the great car w heels 
fa toe OPR yard* were m eted Wee wax, 

“A traveller lor safes and vault doors, wfes 
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ihlrd Femie hMiedliialF alter Mae fire, old 
he’d been following fire* for 17 yean and never 
bad he witnessed Mkc the efleeb at heat 

•vident there. 

“The wind continued to increase and bjr the 

middle of the afternoon it had grown to a Bu»- 
Oedged hurricane. The rod of the opera house 
was torn off and carried a full block before the 
flames reached the building. 

“The roof of the Femie Hotel was lifted and 
scattered all over the city. Huge sections of the 
inm roof of the skating rank were tom off Kke 
ribbons and floated away like bits of paper. 

“The whole front of Waldorf Hotel burst 
diagonally out on the street, and the interior of 
the Crow’s Nest Trading Co. block was on fire 
before the flames were known to he there at all. 

•The plant of the Femie Lumber Co., a mile 
north of the city proper, was completely razed 
along with about 1,000,000 feet of prepared lumber 
and perlwps even more in uncut logs.” 

But what was happening to the people caught 
In this great confiagratkw* Here’s how Mr. 
Hutcheson described it: 

“Throngs at people from aU parts at the city 
Docked to the Great Northern station which 
escaped the fire due to its isolated posttion, though 
rows and rows of cars laden with coke and ready 
lor shipment burned with the heat of so many 
furnaces on the Great Northern switches. 

"When the ooacheB were crowded — moefly 
with women and chi ldren, and with men being 
forced to give up their places to the more 
helpless — the train un wd them a faar miles cart 
BI the dty to places of safety 

“Another engine 1 in the jwrd mm ucagafod to 
•very available kind of car — oaal. box. flat or 
safttle — convey tog lmidreds more through 
■mouldering brutoa and vafti at flasne to 
temporary refuge. 

“A night of mi s ery and te r ro r foEkxrod. The 
entire city had been swept by toe flame* in torec 
d wt hours and, wish mo Htfle time in which fa 
met or think, parents at large families were 
forced to flee without motor at toeir chldrco. 

“Aged women ahanfctod around, ft ante to 
toeer deed re to reach safety. Husband searched 
for wife, mother or child, and friend for foetid for 
*0- after the fire had a eased to burn.” 

There are mil bona of sto ri es to be told arising 
feon this great tr ag edy Stories at heroism, at 
self-dedicatiaa and aetf-fjreaervabon. Stories of 
dose calls and great rescues. In ahart, stories of 
man fighting one of fail g reatest toes, but also are 
at his best friends. 

The news of the fire was telegraphed to 
newspapers around the globe, including the UJC 
press. Thus the Liverpool Weekly Post carried the 
following rt**m: 

“Fecnie, a p r op aeroua town of 6,000 Miabi- 
tants in the southeast co rner d Vancouver, had 
been destroyed by Are . . . The fire originated one 
htnlrod miles north of toe National Park near 
Banff, a forest king dry from drought.” 

Then there was this beauty ia Lloyd's Weekly 
News of Aug 8. 1908: 

“One of the most fanpivjHiivr features at the 
peat fire was the teampedr of animals from out 
at the mountain fastnesses. These have been in 
every case the percuraers of the fire, and in many 
fostances warned people of the xnsntoenoe of 
dangler before k was otoerwtee known. 

“The terrorised animate crowded toe gidflea 
and the prairie, where the safety might be found, 
regardless of the p resence of human beings.” 

Not to be outdone, toe Christian Herald, also a 
Skitteh puiiboetfcx, te u a trwto d Ha story of the Ok 
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credited for Femie's eventual rise from the a*he« 
and the moat r ecen t return to fame through the 
huge oral oantract 

But wteere did this never-rey-di* disposition 
come front?Was M from the scenery, as Fertile Is 
met ki the middle of one of toe nvat spectacular 
mountain landscapes in B.C. 

It’s mare likely the spirit has been passed 
through generations because the town's strury is a 
saga at some of the toughest men in the world, 
the men who work the anal mines that honeyoumh 
the Growsnest Pass. 

They’re a I creed apart. Some social scientists 
see them am the last vestigia d the Industrial 
proletariat, a sort of Dickensian anachronism In a 
wurld at odor television, whstr collars and rmrVfW>- 
cku* values. 

Fernie and its people have tied tlirir fortunes 
Irrevocable to the most erratic of the primary 
resources—coal. The community of 3.TOO Is the 
focal point ki the Crowsneat coalfields that 
straddle the Atoerl-B.C border. The ooal deposits 
are among the richest in the world. 

Here we have to go back with a Femie legend, 
which says how ambitious prospector Wtili.un 
Femie whose name today Is perpetuated with 
the ofxnmunky—courted and conquered toe 
daughter of an Indian chief. 

He did H way back in the 1880s in order to 
discover where the coal seams were, the legend 
says. It ateo aiaims the huatneaslike Mr. Ferrate

But toe. toe story foas, toe girl’s mnthew 
ecaked the nearest mountain peak and "to her

The Great Manitou must have been te te rung 
akweiy because he obliged and then some. 

The mines went into product* si hi toe late 
USDs, most at them within a 2S-mile rafeua of 
Fernie For the next 60 years they supplltxl^ro* 
railways with coal ir Snim power and dnmretto 
industrial markets. 


The calamities begwn in 1905. wkh 128 me* 
losing their Mvcs in a Ooal Creek mine erjAxi* tx, 
just a few miles sothweat d Femie Two year* 
laser, a jiredecesaur d the Great Fire rased si* 
Femie business blocks. 

A year after the Great Fire at 1908, Ferni* 
reached its population peak with slightly mura 
toon 7,000 residents The community had s brick 
factory, two breweries, 11 hnteta a U S ronautet* 
and a macaroni factory. 

Disasters and tragedies continued akxig the 
same lines from then on, and about 10 years ago 
many thought Ferrate and A strict were flntteied 
for good. Diesel power had displaced ooal and th* 
new Roger’s Pass had tak.xi most of to* 
tra vel ler s away from toe Crowanret Paw route. 

But to toe faoe <rf al thw adversity. Ferrate 
wouldn't give up. And even a* fur away a* 
Ontario, there were profile who lie 1 lewd in K* 
future. 

Ole of them was Adrian Kennedy, who worked 
with me In Sudbury and Elliot I-ake. the later 
ooce known as the uranium capital of the world. 
It was Kennedy that took m-er The F.-mlc Fro* 
Press in the early '60s. when mret profile f«dl 
gang tr» Ferule was like being sbipfiod to th* 
Siberian tundra lends. 

But as Kennedy said shortly liefore leaving Hi* 
booming nickel capital: ■•It'U be a challenge and 
a fresh start.” 

His freah and en thus Ian tic niriroach blended 
weH with the attitude at those in Femie who Mt 
fate is only what you make of H. 

Slowly the Femie Press, a lively weekly 
news<«|>ers. Itegan gaining in drcuhulon, white 
its pages began to reflect toe positive approach W 
everything: the optimistic outlook the red-haired 
Irishman has always valued alkive evcr> thing els*. 

And for wane strange reason, as the Fri*e 
Press carcutebon began a steady cMmb, so did 
Ferrer’s hopes fur Ute future 

About three years ago, when it had already 
become obvious that Roger’* Puss wouldn’t <xif 
Ferrate off the map because many pcnffcl 
preferred the mure picturesque Crr«*>*fiett Pus* 
route. the Free Press had registered wild 
circulation gains. 

At that time, an Interesting ihscrvatlon was 
made by Hilda Scliaad, a veteran journal!* front 
toe Ferrate area who moved to F*cw*»n River 
where she became the social editor of the ncww- 
prtot centre’s weekly, 

"It shrikes me that tone who stay'd In Ferrate 
and people who moved there dur.ng the Iren 
years -kbe Adrian Kitinedy had more gumpthat 
thu many of us wlw left." she -told me .sir day. 
“And I also have a feeling that Fernie is In far 
big things.”

Help came Cram neighboring towns in B.C , 
Alberta and the U.S., with residents opening their 
homes to the fire victims and rushing supplies to 
the unfortunate town.

In theae lilting couplet a did 
^British Columbia's father of flight, 
ffilliom Wallace Gibson — “ Bird■ 
9 nan of Victoria 99 — recall the mock¬ 
ing skepticism which surrounded 
Jus efforts to fly 60 years ago. 

Bui time has vindicated Gibson's faith; today 
(taatnry acknowledges the miracle the unassuming 
Scotsman achieved with blacksmith's forge, sticks 
Mid canvas one summer morning in a quiet 
pasture near Mount ToLmie. 

Bom in Dalimellingtcti, Ayreahdre, in 1876, 
Clbson was the fourth of four boys and a girl. He 
eras seven years old when the family sailed for 
JJuebec. April 25, 1883. ' After a rough and sickly” 
13-dny voyage, the suffering family landed at the 
historic city. Settling at Witeetay, Sask., the 
GibBona' nearest neighbors were Chief Piapot’s 
band at Cree For Uie next three years, young 
William enjoyed a Tom Sawyer existence with the 
Indian children, free of school. Soon "Jumping 
Peer” could hunt with bow and arrow as well as 
|m friends.

“At that time,” he recounted, "I had a general 
atone in Balgctne, branch hardware stores in 
Craven and Cupar, and had considerable money 
borrowed from the looafl bank. I was afraid if my 
bankers heard of or saw me playing with such a 
contraption they would think I had gone clean 
crazy and call in their loan, and perhaps ruin my 
business. 

“Also, at that time the NWMP had authority 
to pick up any one reported queer and take them 
to Regina. Gossip travels at great speed, so 1 
decided to keep my experiment secret.” » 

One dawn in June of 1904, Gibson crept to the 
roof of a downtown building with his model, set it 
carefully on the launching ramp, wound the 
propeller spring and stepped back. Propeller 
spinning eagerly, the little craft leaped from it* 
rail and was airborne, soaring across the street, 
then crashing into a boxcar 130 feet distant. 

A wing was damaged but the ecstatic Gibson 
cared not: “I had proved beyond a doubt that I 
could build a machine that would fly!” 

In following months many a sunrise would 
End the beaming inventor on the roof, la unstop 
models ctf varying designs. As ever, .Gdbeon 
exercised every precaution to remain unobserved. 
One day the local doctor visited his store to tell 
the alarmed merchant he had seen him on the 
roof that morning. As Gibson stiffened, heart 
pumping violently, Dr. Kaulbfleisch had blithly 
continued: “Billy, that was a funny looking bird 
you were trying to oatch ,. . this morning. I 
never saw any bird Hke that in my life. It flew 
right over my buggy and lit on the grass over by 
the station!” 

Encouraged by his success. Gibson resolved <0 
build a fullscale craft on his farm. He had almost 
completed a four-cylinder, four-ovcle engine for It 
when he heard of an opportunity to contract for 
42 mi lee of the building Grand Trunk Pacificj “X 
lost $40,000 in 18 months.” 

When finally he paid off all debts Gil won waS 
bankrupt. Deciding to start afresh, lx? moved to 
Victoria. Here, Gibson met veteran prospector 
Locky Grant, who offered to sell him a gold mine 
near Clayoquot, Although penniless, Gibson agreed 
to look It over. 

He reached the mine in 10 days travelling op 
the Island's rugged west coast in a 17-foot 
motorboat. The young inventor from the prafateB 
wa* seasick mo«t of the way, almost swamped 
himself several times, and drifted ashore, where 
he was fed by Indiana. He reached Clayoquot 3 
pounds lighter. 

When Grant showed him a pan of nuggets, 
Gibson “took one lode at it and got gold fever.“ 
Far $100, his boat, camera, telescope and rifle, bs

At 13 — after throe veers' sehooUng — it 
became William’s duty to shepherd the tamDy's 
growing herd of cattle and horses. The keen 
youngster sooi. learned he could devote hie talents 
to other fields on windy days as the herd would 
graze Into the breeze to escape files. During these 
lazy hours, William turned wiith increasing 
intrigue to the mysteries of flying. 

With his newly-found interest came "the first 
passenger flight tn the Dominion at Canada.” 

Hw Initial experiments, as ihe herd foraged 
eontentedfly over the plain, were with kites. Time 
and again, the marvelling lad charged across the 
prairie on his pony, kite trailing behind cn baiting 
twine. With each design he learned to keep his 
creations airborne longer and to soar them higher 
■nd higher. 

Then he devolved the scheme of snaring 
gophers, placing them in cardboard boxes, and 
•ending them aloft on the tail of a kite. "I oould 
only keep them in the air for about an hour,” he 
wrote long after, “because some of them became 
deathly sick, and when I brought them down they 
•at on the grass with their eyes half-closed tar 
•bout two minutes before they scampered off to 
find their holes.” 

With this observation came a plan to increase 
Vie duration of his passengers’ flights by making 
conditions more comfortable. To this end, he 
Kasliioned a dome-shaped bosket of willow wands. 
The young Inventor had chosen willow for two 
reasons: Firstly, to cut wind resistance, and, 
secondly, to enable his gophers to enjoy the view I 

With each successful flight, Wlltiam’s ptera 
advanced. Finally, one gutting May aftemom, he 
launched his masterpiece: A seven-foot blue kite 
*rith nine passengers. 

For an hour he sailed the enprmous kite until 
Ids arm tired, when he tied the string to a rail 
fence He then lay on the grass "to ponder and 
•ee vfckvw of powered flight.” 

His reverie ended abruptly when tie kite 
plummetted to earth, killing nil aboard. “Anxious 
to know what caused the crash,” Wiliam 
Inspected the wreckage. His probing eye anon 
dtocovered one of the gophers had chewed 
Vwough the cord securing the basket to the kite. 
The mystery was solved The rueful inventor, 
■ncUy noting what he believed "Ihe first ato 
•aaualty in Canada,” vowed to use brass wine in 
Viture flight*, 

With adulthood, Glbscn had to forewake hta 
••pertinents tor a livelihood, opening a btack- 
■Mth shop in Wolaeley. Business sevens to have 
prospered as. in 1901, he bought out a bankrupt 


hardware merchant for $3,000, shipping the inven¬ 
tory to Balgonie. Once again all seems to have 
gone well as he soon was devoting spare hours to 
his old hobby. 

But now Gibeon turned his attention to 
building models of airplanes. Remembering how 
he had flown kites on calm days by towing them 
behind his galloping pony, he pondered means of 
powering his creations. The blacksmith and 
hardware merchant had as yet never heard of 
propellers or gasoline engines. 

In 1903 he heard the momentous news that 
two Americans mimed Wright had successfully 
flown a machine at Kitty Hawk, N.C. Inspired, he 
redoubled his efforts, building paper models with 
which he practised continually, seeking a design 
which would support an engine. Making his work 
all the more difficult was the fact he had to 
advance step by painful step. Improvising all the 
way. He liad not even seen a picture of the 
Wright croft; all he had to work with were 
boyhood memories of kites. 

Coincidentally. his research progressed along 
the linos of that of the much maligned Professor 
Samuel Langley, whose remarkable accomplish¬ 
ments in the U S. years before had earned him 
only ricticule. Gibson hadn't heard of the hapless 
professor, either. 

He described one advanced model as being 
“tike two small kites, one behind the other.” With 
a wingspread of 20 inches, it was powered by the 
spring erf a window'-bllnd roller, which doubled as 
fuselage. Control was achieved through changing 
the angle of the forward plane, while the rear 
plane remained stationary at an angle Gibson had 
fbund to be suoewtful with kites. 

“The wirxtow-bllnd roller was tfie backbone of 
the plane,” he explained. “I trimmed the sirring 
end of the roller to 1-16 -dnoh to lighten It and the 
solid part I cut down to one-quarter diameter and 
wrapped the whole length with linen thread. 

“The steel end that projects from the roller I 
tightened by filing and I soldered a small screw 
to fasten the [impeller to.” 

He carved a 10-inch propeller from Spanish 
mahogany, then constructed a launching ramp 10 
Inches wide by nine feet long, with a vane down 
Vie centre to guide the "plane.” When he had 
“varnished and polished It like glass,” he 
fastened 12-inch legs to one end, three-foot legs to 
Vie other. 

Another problem bad been (hat of secrecy. 
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•rand himself owner. Before long he had the mine 
bo production, built a stamping mill and poured 
toe first gold bnck from a west ouast quarts 
tame. 

Selling out foe $10,000, Gibson returned to Mb 
eftd dream of flying. Again solvent, he had his 
tour-cylinder engine stripped from Balgorrie. Ha 
■oon finished it, but found Its six-inch stroke 
much too long—'‘It jumped around Ike a chfckea 
noth its head chopped <riL” 

Undaunted, he designed a two-cylinder, six- 
sycle, air-cooled model. Constructed at Hutctrin- 
son Brothers' machine shop in Esquimau, the 
ermine, first of its kind built in Canada, and sow 
cfcplayed in tte National Museum at Ottawa, 
developed 60 horsepower. 

From morning till night, wee* in and week 
nut, Hutchinson*' forges glowed hot as Grtxson 
hammered bits and piece* of steel into an engine. 
He handcrafled virtually every part tumseif; even 
the more than 100 bolts which were bored boric** 
to save weight. 

Months passed, Gibson working steadifty with 
fcto silent partner, known only to history as 
"Dave.*’ 

“With spruce and cedar, aUk and wire, 

Otr bird began U skew attire." 

Motorcycle wheels proved too weak, so he 
bad a set custom-made as Thomas Plimley's. 

Finally came toe great day. Twice before ad 
had seemed ready, but, at the las* moment, the 
arurious inventors had detected weakened struts, 
propelter blades too tong. the ent^ne improperly 
placed. This time they were ready. 

On ttlie evening of Sept. 7, 1910. the “Twin- 
Plane ’ wailed quietly in a circus tent near Mount 
Tolnrie. With prospector Locky Grant as sentry, 
Gibson and Dave had ooropleted their final 
rehearsal. Ttie next morning, as Victoria slept in 
ignorance, they would make history. 

With a skeleton of spruce, toe ugly craft bad 
two enrmnus wings, each 20 feet by eight and 
covered with blue tent sdk from Jeune Hrutoers, 
which gave 300 square fleet of lift. Fifty feet long, 
the plane’s unique features included 100 spring* 
for flexibility. The engine, with a larger propeller 
florward, and a second aft, straddled the frame's 
aaotre. 

With the fkret feeble nays of dawn, toe trio

William Howard Taft. He was President Woodrow 
Wilson’s Secretary of State, 1913-15.

For 
two, years in the 1890s he was editor of The 
Omaha World-Herald. He died in Tennessee in 
1925, and because he was colonel of a Nebraska 
regiment, was buried in Arlington national 
cemetery outside Washington, D.C., where are the 
graves of the Kennedy brothers, John and Robert, 

Bryan came to Victoria from Seattle, where 
he was a guest ot honor at the Alaska-Yukoo- 
Pacific exposition. 

He was a great worker for the YMCA. and a 
teetotaller of note. He and his wife stayed two 
days at the newly opened Empress Hotel. 

Editorially, The Colonist welcomed ham: "Mr. 
Bryan is an unusual personality — no ordinary 
man could do what he has done. He has appealed 
to the Imagination of the people of the United 
States as few men have ever done. 

“HJa ability is quite remarkable. It does not 
ooraist wbcflJy In the facility otf speaking with 
eloquence anf force. Other men can do this-an 
well as be, and possibility bettor, but behind the 
orator there stands the man and behind the man 
there must be principles. 

“Mr. Bryan's principles reach the hearts of 
the people. They are in complete sympathy with 
hkn, even though a majority of those who hava 
votes in the United States, have not seen lit to 
entrust him with the enormous responsfbtUCy 
attaching to the presidential office.

Mr. and Mrs. David Spencer, leaders, like the 
Bryans, in YMCA and temperance work, gave a 
reception for the visitors at Llanderwyn, their big 
home on Moss Street, later given to the city tor 
an art gallery by Miss Sara Spencer. 

It was in this home that Lieutenant-Governor 
Sir Henry Joly de Lotbinierc gave a dinner for the 
Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and York, later 
King George V and Queen Mary. The house then 
was a temporary Government House, following 
the burning to the ground of Cary Castle. 

The Colonist said the Spencer party "was a 
very pleasant gathering. There were present U.S. 
consul Abraham Smith, many of the clergymen of 
the city and their wives, a good representation of 
members of the YMCA and a large number of 
ladies interested in religious and social work. 

"W. Spencer acted as host, and Mrs. Spencer 
was assisted in receiving by her eldest daughter, 
Mrs. Grant. 

"On their arrival, Mr. end Mrs. Bryan were 
introduced to each of the guests, and some time 
was spent in informal conversation. 

"Mr. R. B. McMicking, president of the 
YMCA presided, and after a few appreciative 
words, asked Rev. T. E. Hoiking to ask for Divine 
blessing on the gathering. 

"Mr. Bryan said that he appreciated the 
hospitality shown to him and hds wife. He said 
that an his way across from Seattle he had been 
sJwwn a chart and was told that when a certain 
line was crossed he had entered British territory. 
But he had been unable to tell when he entered 
Canadian waters. Nor was it easier to tel! 
Canadians from Americans. Mr. Bryan alluded 
humorously to Mr. Consul Smith as <*>e who 
locked as if he might be a good Canadian.

The Victoria Theatre was crowded to the doors 
when Mr. Bryan spoke there on The Prince of 
Peace. 

Mr. Bryan said that "advanced science had 
disposed of the idea of the existence of God. 
Refflgton is not superstition, he said. The religion 
which man fixed between himself and God is 
the paramount influence of his life. 

"Mr. Bryan stated that he had yet to learn of 
a real failure in life which was not traceable to a 
breakdown in morals;" 

R. B. McMicking chaired this meeting and G. 
Harry Barnard, M.P. gave Mr. Bryan the vote of 
thanks. 

Eddtnrialfly, The Colonist said: "Mr Bryan 
possesses qualities which contribute to the 
success of a platform speaker. His voice is 
pleasant, and has a good, magnetic timbre, and 
he speaks with little appearance of physical 
effort. 

"His gestures are few and dignified. His face 
Is strong, and is capable of very concentrated 
expression. His natural confidence in himself 
seems great. 

“We say ‘seems’ great, for one nevet can tell 
from the appearance of a speaker just how be* 
feels. His acquired seif confidence may very 
easily be great. 

‘Mr. Bryan oan hardly be called a profound 
reasoncr, but his reasoning 1* connected, and he 
always returns to his premises, no matter hew 
far he may wander afield in elaborating thorn. 

"This is a very efficient practice. The 
speaker drops a thought into the mind* of hfa 
hearers, and surrounds it by weH turned 
passages, and by what may be called subordinate 
Ideas. 

“Having done this, and thus prepared the 
mintk of his hearers, he repeats the original 
thought, and it then I* very likely to carry 
conviction with it. 

"Mr. Bryan has a fine appreciation of the 
value of climax. Indeed, his oratory seems to

The mine they had been 
granted was Wellington No. 9. which bad been out 
of operation for tome time. The partners were 
taimediwtoly frantically busy getting rail fetid and 
otherwise putting the mine in shape lor working 
sa tame tor the busy winter season.

Bob Camithera came within an ace of tailing 
to aahoeve his life’s ambition, which was to get on 
the Mine Rescue and First Aid perpetual trophy.

Saturday Night Shenanigans

Back in the day's tchen Japanese Sandman was a 
syncopated beat on dad's crystal set , and revellers 
Charlestoned ’til downy Saturday night seta never the 
loneliest night of the week at JortUm River. Drawn to¬ 
gether by isolation , inhabitants of the tiny community- 
resolved to make leisure hours something to look for¬ 
ward to. They built a gymnasium , formed a social club 
and dance bandy and gained a reputation for Saturday 
night shenanigans that packed 'em in for miles around.

Typical program started in the 
gym with a fast game of badnunton 
or basketball. Then playeTS and 
spectators repaired to the com¬ 
munity hall for cards, while the 
ladies piled tables with sandwiches, 
cakes and coffee. About 10 o'clock 
the floor was cleared, the orchestra 
struck up and dancers one, two or 
three-stepped till dawn. In the 
Roaring Twenties, when Sooke was 
little more than a wilderness, 
Jordan River was the place to 
■wing, and jazz-era settler* mtill 
remember dancing all night and 
making straight for work from the 
Saturday night junket 

From the turn of the oentury, 
Jordan River’s tiny population con¬ 
sisted of lumber and power company 
employees, augmented in summer 
by a work force of about 100 brought 
In to work on the flume. Married 
quarters were provided by the 
companies and single men lived in 
camp or batched in self-made cabins 
along the beach. 

Isolated by a rough road beset by 
bridges (23 between Jordan River 
and Soke alone!) settlers found 
three or four annual visits to 
Victoria quite enough. With just two 
free Sundays a month, the uncom¬ 
fortable six-hour trip seemed hardly 
worthwhile — though even this was 
an improvement on pre-1914 day* 
when the only way to town was 
down the coast on frequently stormy 
seas! 

The only people in the village 
who setie not employed by either 
looal company were the school 
teacher and a government Ineman. 
An oMtknee recalls that teacher* 
sekktm stayed more than six 
months 7Tv> lineman, however, 
entrenched himself as a citizen of 
special status: he had his own 
telephone which neighbor* could use 
la emergency. The power company

office had a phone, too, and in their 
world devead of radio, newspapers 
and regular mail, the villagers 
relied on it for unofficial news 
reports from Rock Bay substation in 
Victoria. 

Long winter evening* In prohibi¬ 
tion Jordan River were enlivened 
with tales of moonshiners, boot- 
legger*, smuggler* and hijackers. 
Rumor had it that more toan one 
smuggler had been hi jacked and 
murdered for his cargo while sailing 
for a lonely west coast rendezvous. 
One local stroller was actually 
menaced by a gun-toting stranger 
whom he encountered at night on 
the beach Local opinion had it that 
ho had stumbled U[wn an illegal drop- 
ping-off point. 

Fireside raconteurs also drew 
heavily on Indian Myth and legend 
and pn St. Valentine's Day. 1923, a 
24-hour snowstorm gave credence to 
the native tale of traditional 30-year 
snows. The fall was abnormally 
heavy ami there had been nothing 
like it since February, 1893. 

Until the mid-twenties, no form 
of organized community service 
existed at Jordan River. There were 
no stores, no hospital, no delivery of 
provisions. Mall was picked up from 
the company office by anyone who 
chanced to be in town. Winter 
supplies had to hut five or six 
months: car* returned from the fall 
buying spree loaded to the axles with 
canned goods and root vegetable* 
for storage hi earth-covered pit* In 
ubaensc of doctor or district nurse, 
medical aid was dispensed by any 
one of half a doom residents who 
had equipped toemseive* with St. 
John first-aid eoursea. Anyone sick 
enough for hospital was simply 
packed to a ear and bumped 46 
miles to Victoria! 

In 1918 Kirby's Stage Company 
offered a weekly buying and 
delivery service “They did all our 
shopping for us,” said Jack E lliot t, 
former power company employee 
who spent 43 year* at the River. 
“They txxdd get unytolng from 
kn itting to an anchor, This was a Mg 
step forward, but we dktoY get 
weekly mail defcvrry (nr ancMier 
eight years." 

Prime example of pioneer oom- 
inanity involvement. Mr. EBictt 
contributed extensively to the devel¬ 
opment at tor ares during his 
r e s iden c e. Justice at toe Peace for 
So»ke area, president of toe Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. Cub and Sees* 
lender, sec r e tary of toe school board 


which brought about amalgamation 
with eight other school district* in 
1946, he was catalytic tn the 
formation of the Athletic and 
Community Association which put 
Jordan River on the social map 50 
year* ago. 

“We raised fund* with raffle*, 1 * 
he recalled, “and built a gym¬ 
nasium, tennis and badminton 
court*. We cleared a swamp and 
turned the site into a baactwll 
diamond In winter there was 
baskecljall In the cookhouse and 
skating parties; in summer there 
were picnic* for the children and in 
season we hunted grouse, deer, 
black bear and duck* TTvere was 
always first-class fishing.** 

An influx of jogging crews in 1921 


sent membership son ring In tot 
Community Aa*ioi/itk>n. Brought In 
by toe power comjmny at the start 
of a five-year reconstruction pro¬ 
gram, tor newcomers never lacked 
dance partners for Satunkiy night 
wing-dings at toe River attractod 
girls from outlying districts and 
many a ifi-long jwrtnershlp began 
on the socsel hull dance fl«»»r 

So passed ■ decade In the history 
of Jordan River It was the time 
when people worked hard and (kayed 
hard and when depression loomed 
ahead. But nobody knew — and 
certainly nobody cared — In the gay 
years at Jordon River.

The Joy of this book lies In the 
forthrightness of its authors who, in 
the tradition of senior British 
journalists, working for the more 
serious Journals, are encouraged to 
state -.Jhedr ?own views when not 
strictly reporting. In North Ameri¬ 
ca this is known as ‘‘editorializing" 
and ia discouraged—and the public 
is the loser. 

To forthrightness, this erudite 
Journalistic troika adds an enviable 
clarity of style. 

The book opens with a penetrat¬ 
ing analysis of Lyndon Johnson's 
paranoia and the collapse of his 
dream for a Great Society. The war 
in Vietnam and the unrest in the 
cities are seen a s symptoms of a 
disease, diagnosed as ’hubris.' 

•Hubris' is used not in its modern 
sense of wanton arrogance but 
rather in the claasioal and richer 
meaning of Greak tragedy. The 
ancient Greeks believed success 
bred ‘hubris,’ that ‘hubris' led to 
nemesis (divine retribution) and 
that nemesis led Inevitably to ‘ate,’ 
total black destruction and anrihile- 
tkm. 

The analogy is apt because in the 
Greek sense (Prometheus, for 
example) a systematic conception of 
one's powers and one's place in the 
universe so proud, ao presumptuous, 
and ao erroneous can only lead to 
disaster. 

The point heire, aa the authors 
remark, is that a nation (the U.S, in 
1967-8). Indulging In too much self- 
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Choosing a Leader 


glorifying rhetoric whole unahle to 
win a small war or prevent 
deterioration in its social fabric is 
unlikely to be able to heal its. real 
distempers. 

By mid-1967 Jolmson had Inst the 
support of youth and the intellectual 
establishment, but an abyss Lay 
between the troubled mandarins (the 
Galbraiths, Schiesingers and Good¬ 
wins) and the angry, despairing 
youth in the unviersities. 

The gap was bridged by a then 
unknown powerhouse of energy 
named Allard K. Lowenstein, who 
I>ersuad<’d Kugene McCarthy to run 
for president and who is credited by 
the authors as being responsible for 
driving Johnson from the White 
House. 

From this point we proceed to 
the astonishing youth partic»[OUon 
in the New Hampshire primary 
when McCarthy’s unexpected suc¬ 
cess led to Johns<«’s decision not tn 
run and to Robert Kennedy's entry 
into the campaign. 

Why did Kennedy hestitnfe? The 
authors advance the interesting view 
that h i s advisers—the Oamelot 
courtiers—were completely out of 
touch with current thinking and 
failed to understand that the 
methods that got John Kennedy 
elected wouldn’t work in 1968. 

Kennedy ("in whom impetuousity 
and calculation co-eras ted") was 
busy courting the political basses, 
like Mayor Daley of Chicago, whilst 
tire contemplative McCarthy "mired 
in complexity, acted." 

From New Hampshire, u'e 
proceed in sequence through the 
other primaries to the campaign 
proper and to the narrow victory of 
Richard Nixon. 

On the way we meet all the other 


candidates and near-candidates and 
watch their camji&igns catch fire or 
flounder in the light of unfolding 
events. Nixon, his "trickiness” con¬ 
cealed by his new suave image, U 
almost incidental to the drama. 

Main interest is focussed an the 
inflamatory George Wallace ("seg¬ 
regation forever”), on Ronald Rea¬ 
gan (“unimaginative ... a public 
relations man not a poiicy-maker 
. . . plastic not perfidious”), on 
Hubert Humphrey and an Nelson 
Rockefeller. 

Throughout, the text is enlivened 
by graphic metaphors, like this cnej 
"No man can go as far in politics as 
Humphrey had gene without being 
infected with the virus of presiden¬ 
tial ambition: not even a political 
Sherpa Tensing can stand an the 
North Col for four years without 
beginning to experience something 
of a Hilary's yearning to stand on 
the peak.” 

Would Humphrey have made a 
better president then Nixon? It is 
too early to judge Nixon's per¬ 
formance, but the thought (hat 
perhaps a wise choice was made is 
strengthened by this penetrating 
remark: 

"The serious charge that can be 
made against Humphrey is that his 
constitutional craving to be liked, 
reinforced by years of learning how 
to 'get along' in the Senate, has 
brought him close to, if not actually 
past, the point where compromise 
ceases to be a tactic and becomes 
an end in itself.” 

No review, however long, can 
begin to do full justice to this major 
work which, apart from its virtually 
useless index, can scarcely be 
faulted. It is a tour de farce, a 
professional job from start to finish.

8T. ANNE’S ALDERMERE, FRENCH CREEK. 


The little Anglican 
church at French Creek, 
St. Anne’s Aldermere , 
celebrated it§ 75th anni¬ 
versary on St. Anne's Day, 
July 26,1969. it is closely 
Interwoven with the lives 
of those living in the 
ParksvUle area. I wonder, 
though , how many people 
there or elsewhere re¬ 
member the occasion 
which first brought it to 
my attention ? 

In the dark days erf the Battle erf 
Britain during the Second World 
War, all ears were glued to the 
radio. A fa write newscaster was 
Dick Diespecker of CJOR, Vancou¬ 
ver. He frequently added a little pep 
talk to his report. 

One evening when the news was 
Mpeciaily bad he said; 

"There’s a little old Anglican 
churoh called St. Anne's at French 
Creek over on the Island. Near the 
•liar is a plaque which reads: ‘Who 
lives if Freedom Pall? Who dies if 
England lives?' ” 

He did not explain that these 
lines were written by Rtafyard 
Kipling during the First Work! War, 
nor that they were "in proud and 
loving memory of Major Paul 
Richards, M.C. and Bar,” who fell 
during the hideous slaughter of that 
same war. 

I did not recognize the quotation 
but it caught my ear and I 
determined to visit St. Anne's et the 
earliest opportunity to see for 
myself It was probably a matter of 
years, for there was gasoline 
retiming In those days — remem¬ 
ber? and most of us were too busy 
or the Home Front tor jaunts 
anyway. 

I never torgot, though, and when 
I finally got there dfesoovered that 
toe words were Inscribed or a 
memorial plaque and pieced out the 
piognant little story. 

The patriotic Paul Richards 
Joined the Canadian Forces shortly 
After the outbreak of war. Many 
men of the ParksvUle area did so. 
lor the district is credited with 
Supplying 100 men, which must have 
been a high percentage at the then 
sparsely settled community. 

Major Richards served wsto the 
Canadians for 18 months. Then, for 
tome reason, he transferred to die 
knportals He was wounded twice, 
went back into action txtfh tones, 
And was killed Oct. 3, 1918, a little 
more than n month before the Armls- 
Eee. 

His sorrowing family returned to 
■ve in England, but the plaque in 
his bon. <r w.m mounted tn toe 
■onctuary of the toUe church in 
Btitoh they used to worship. 
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Time was when the litde log 
church served a pariah which 
included Qualicum Beach, Hdllier’s 
Crossing. Coombs and Nanoose Bay, 
as well as Englishman River as 
Parksville was then known. Other 
parishes have been formed through 
time and the building of St. 
Edmond’s in Parksville has cut 
down on services in the mother 
church. So now St. Anne’s serves 
only the dictates of love. 

Its jxtrish register is very much 
the history of Parksville and envi¬ 
rons, pre-dating the church, and the 
building is a memorial to those who 
raised it. 

In the 1890s Reverend Charles 
Edward Cooper was Anghcon mis¬ 
sionary for die District of Nanoose, 
which included the communities 
listed in an earlier paragraph 

It was Rev. Mr. Cooper’s dream 
to have a churoh in die area and he 
bought a site which would be more 
or leas central, with his own money. 
He donated this to the community 
through Che Anglican Synod at 
Victoria. 

Work bee# have alwaya been a 


feature of St. Anne’s since the first 
one held to clear the site on April 
17, 1894. On June 24 the walls were 
raised. John McKinnon was carpen¬ 
ter in charge, and R. P. Wallis, J. 
Lowery, James Dunn, Otto Rente, 
W. Cheney, W. McKenale and B. 
Harris worked under him. 

The logs were hauled out of the 
woods by ox team. The neceoaary 
lumber was brought from Andrew 
Haslam's mill at Nanaimo by raft, 
towed by tugboat to French Creek. 1 
The unloading was done in a wild 
rush to get completed before the 
tide turned. 

They must have moved fast tn 
tiiose days regardless of lack of 
power tixjls and primitive transpor¬ 
tation. The church and the yard in 
front of it were consecrated by 
Right Reverend W. Perrin, bishop of 
the diocese, only a month after the 
start of construction. 

Through the years there Hive 
been bees for improvements to toe 
original churoh. In 1934 the work bee 
replaced the weakening foundations 
with cedar blocks, and a new 
chimney was built. That same year. 


the First Parksville Boy Scout Troop 
erected the gates. 

The lectom commemorating Rev, 
Charles Cooper was jAaced in the 
church on its silver annivenaay, and 
the stooe font is also a memorial to 
him. 

The St. Anne's window for tha 
sanctuary was sent from England by 
E. B. May, a firmer parishioner, in 
memory of his wife. This was 
consecrated in July, 1938. 

The first christening recorded in 
the parish register took place May 
28, 1893, before the church was built. 
Pres ten McMillan was the principal, 
a<nd it is interesting to note that his 
godfather was G. A. Bagshaw, a 
man destined to have a life closely 
related to St. Anne's. 

Mr. Bagshaw was one of a group 
of pioneers wtw arrived at English¬ 
man River in 1892. There were only 
a few houses then. In fact many 
years later Mr. Bagshaw is quoted 
as saying that the settlement 
consisted of "a saloon which bad 
been dosed, a store with a post 
office in it, a blacksmith shop at 
French Creek and an empty school 
house. Also that all supplies had to 
be brougnt in by boat once a month 
to a landing at Beaver Creek. 

In 1895 M r. Bagshaw was 
appointed People’s Warden, but he 
had & strong desire to serve his G<xi 
more personally and become an 
ordained clergyman without benefit 
of theologaoal college. He studied 
under Mr. Cooper who played such 
an important part in the early 
history of St. Anne’s, and also 
Archdeacon Sc riven. He was or¬ 
dained at St Pwuls, Nanaimo, in 
1904. 

Though Mr. Bagshaw served in 
other parishes an the Island and was 
principal of the Indian Residential 
School at Couta In toe Yukon, lie 
never forgot St. Anne's. In 1932 ha 
returned to serve the last 12 years 
of hds active ministry. 

After retiring tn 1944, he stayed 
to spend the remainder of his long 
life in toe pariah. 

The first christening after toe 
church was consecrated was Emily 
Jane Hyrae Hickey on August 12, 
1894. Her father was one of the first 
wardens, and her mother played the 
organ in the church for 43 years. 

Mary Ponetford was toe first 
candidate for confirmation and this 
took place toe day after Christmas 
in 1897. 

Like toe first baptism, the first 
wedding in the register came before 
the church. Robert Craig married 
Elizabeth Tippet in 1893. 

The distinction of being toe first 
couple married in St. Anne’s belongs 
to Thomas Kincaid of little Quali- 
fum, and Sarah Coqulamat. This 
waa on Oct. 24. 1896. 

Though in many ways the Parks¬ 
ville district has changed beyond all 
recognition. St. Anne's is still the 
little log church In the Wildwood. 
There are still wood* of sorts on two 
skies and toe other two are bounded 
by roadB. It has its very own cedar 
hedge. 

It’s a lovely little church, with 
toe aura <rf peace and sanctity so 
missing fen toe world today. Let’s 
hope it will still be standing when its 
centennial rolls around.
